Washington, May 10—Naval author- 


ities are generally dissatisfied , with the 
3ack of progress made on the Wisconsin 
the battleship under construction at the 
Newport News shipyards. The contract 
-called for the completion of the vessel 
•by June, 1901. 


The ship is but 2 per cent completed, 


*nd it will be at least three years before 
at is ready for its official trial.

Some -weeks ago, in anticipation of the 


•delay, the navy department reminded 
the contractors of the provisions of 
their contract, and urged them to use 
their facilities in finishing the ship' with 
in a reasonable time. 


The contract was made on what is 


known as emergency conditions, and the 
•ship was to be completed six months 
•earlier than such work is ordinarily 
done. 


The contractors, however, have had „ 


great deal of other work on hand,' and 
the naval officers say they have neglect- 
ed the government work, trusting to the 
leniency of the officials and the liberality 
of congress to relieve them from any of 
the time penalities.

head. The custom of Wesley prevails 
for the most part only in the country. 


Delegate Tindall of Nebraska, is a be- 


liever in the, devout kneeling form, and 
today BougHt'to correct the tendency of 
the/latter day Methodists in departing 
from the ancient custom by introducing 
a resolution in the general conference 
emphasizing the direction in the disci- 
pline. The conference refused to declare 
'•We are as much as ever in favor of ob- 
serving" the kneeling attitude. 


The effective argument was presented 


by a city minister who said: -'We would 
have to rebuild our churches. Pew space 
is too contracted to permit of kneeling." 


•The Nebraska preacher rose to urge 


adoption of his views, but the confer- 
ence clamored for a vote, and the more 
easy leaning of the body toward the back 
of the pew in front was approved.

' From the standpoint of the pupil he 
spoke of the value of: the subject first, 
as a memory trainer, and second, as fur- 
nishing materal fact for the pupil to or 
ganize according to the sequence of time 
or events. 


As an illustration of the organization 


of facts he presented the subject, "The 
Struggle of the Nations for the Posses- 
sion of,'and Supiemacy In, North Amer- 
ica." He said: "The essential facts, al- 
though differing in different grades, 
must be memorized first, and then these 
facts must bo organized." 
' Discussion followed, in which Mrs. 
Burnham of Evansville, and others took 
part. 


The next subject, "The Geography of 


South Africa," wad presented by Mies 
.Rogers of Whitewater. 


Having ctated that she could not have 


been given a more difficult subject. Miss 
Rogers, in her cbarateristic entertaining 
way, led our imaginations to picture the 
position, size, surface, climate, mineral 
•wealth, the unsurpassed animal pro- 
ducts, and the people, of the vast tract 
of land-south of the Zambezi river.

FRANK LEBRECHT FIRST VICTIM 


Cmr Attacked by a Number of 


lien While Paasln'c the Grounds of 
'.the BaptUt Sanitarium—Car Blown Op 
•by Dynamite—Truffle Blocked. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 10.—The first 


•tragedy as a result of the street' car 
strike, has occurred. At 9 o'clock p. 
tm. as a suburban car, on its way to 
•the company's sheds in the western 
3>art of the city, was passing the Bap- 
tist sanitarium a. number of men in 
-the grounds of the institution threw 
stones at the car. Some one in the car 
jflred into the crowd, the bullet finding 
lodgment in the breast of Frank Le- 
'brecht. The wounue-l man attempted 
.to enter the sanitarium, but fell dead 
on reaching the door. 


One story is that a police officer on 


rthe car fired the shot. Dan Donovan 
•was placed under arrest by the police 
•charged -with the shooting. • Donovan 
is employed in a minor capacity by 
the railway company. 


A dynamite can. Ige exploded un- 


4er a street car on the Meremac High- 
lands division of the Suburban line 
iwith great force at an'early hour this 
morning. The -force 
of 
the ex- 


plosion tore up the track, broke 'oft 
a section of one wheel, and cracked the 
Axle. The car was occupied by a dozen 
^workmen of the company. Succeeding 
*he explosion a number of shots were 
:flred in quick succession, but the per- 
*ons who did the firing were not seen 
owing to the darkness, and nobody on 
the car was injured. 


The Transit company made no effort 


to 
run cars today, and the St. 


Iiouis and Suburban made none until 
late In the afternoon, when with the 
rpolice boarding the line and a detach- 
ment on each car k succeeded in get- 
ting a1 number b ->ugh. Far from re- 
lieving the' situation, however, this 
•demonstration -had no further effect 
than to show that by massing their1 
iorces on a single line the police could 
ieep that line open.

activity both sjdes declared confidence 
3n the outcome; Frequent conferences 
-were held by tie leaders of both sides,

prevailing 


-around the two headquarters promised

ciation of the situation, and, by keep- 
ing the crowds moving, prevented a 
repetition of the riotous demonstra- 
tions of the previous day. The streets 
•were ftlled with people, many of them 
•with placards on their -hats and coats 
•expressing sympathy with the strikers. 


The operation of cars on the Subur- 


ban system, 
under a strong police 


;guard, was decided upon at noon, and 
the cars began to leave the Dehodia- 
omont terminus at 3 o'clock. Along tlie 
line hundreds of officers, both mounted 
and on foot, -were stationed, and for an 
Jhour previous to the -time set for oper- 
ating the line they were engaged in 
keeping the crowds moving.

Permit me to say that there 


should not be one code of morals for 
:he clergy and another for the laity. I 
will tell you what the average man of 
the world says when he finds a minis- 
ter remaining In a church while de- 
nying the articles of its creed. 
He 


says that such a minister remains for 
Lhe loaves and fishes. - I do not say 
that the loaves and fishes are always 
of a pecuniary kind, for the Presby- 
terian name and badge are rather to 
t>e chosen than great riches. 
A Pres- 


byterian minister disloyal to his creed 
is a soldier wearing the uniform of 
his country and fighting on the side of 
its enemies. When Presbyterian doc- 
trine is neglected or attacked by the 
minister and an Episcopalian service 
accompanies his preaching, it is diffi- 
cult to see that there is any grave rea- 
son for the existence of the Presbyte- 
rian church."

the calendar year ended Dec. 31, 


1899, by such companies for interest on 
bonds, dividends on stock, taxes and 
wages to employes, the fates paid for 
wages, to be classified according to the 
amount paid, and also 
statements 


I showing the total receipts for paper 
sold and the expenses of operating dur- 
ing the year."

resides at 3 Cottage; Place, Riverview 
Park. He is employed as a teamster by 
Joseph C. Roesling, a roofer, residing at 
2o6 South Main street; 


At 10:30 o'clock this morning while 


driving a team of powerful horses into 
Mr. Roesling's yard;,it.16, el aimed that 
one of 
the horses 
:'was 
suddenly 


thrown over the wagon tongue by com- 
ing in contact with a pile of sand. Mr; 
Jungblut in hie effort to free :the thrown 
animal soon found himself thrown to 
the ground and directly beneath the 
hind feet of the two horses who were by 
this time wild with fright. 


In their frantic efforts to free them- 


selves both animals commenced to kick 
with powerful force, breaking both har- 
ness and wagon and each time striking 
near the frightened'teamster's head, 


. Before help could arrive Mr. Jungblut 


W88 kicked a terrible.blow on the

London, May 11.—Gen. Buttons 


mounted infantry brigade,, including 
the Canadians, with a part of Gen. 
French's cavalry, crossed the Zand 
river Tuesday and began to work its 
•way cautiously along the railway 
northward in the track of the retiring 
Boers. About 8,000 horsemen prob- 
' ably were engaged in this advance. 


Gen. 
Hutton, before He was Joined by 


a part of Gen. French's force, had a 
sharp fight. This was on Monday, 


' when he reached the river and saw the 
' Boer convoys on the other side and 


pressed forward, intending to cross and 
capture them. The Boers, however, 
opened fire with ten guns, forded the 
river above and below, seemingly in 
.thousands, and sought to envelop the 
British. Gen. Hutton fell back several 
miles, the Boers following until other 
British cavalry re-enforced Hutton. 
During the night the Boers retreated, 
not further contesting the crossing. 
•Lord Roberts, according to one corre- 
spondent, left' Smaldeel. Tuesday to 
consult one of the Hamiltons fifteen 
miles distance. 


The Boer attack on Gen. Hutton does 


not indicate any such panicky condi- 
tions as have been alleged to exist 
among them. Nevertheless the British 
advance rolls on steadily. Gen. Broad- 
wood and Gen. Bruce Hamilton have 
penetrated fifteen miles beyond Win- 
burg. According to Boer advices, sharp 
skirmishes are of dally occurrence and 
there was a brisk rifle • engagement 
outside Wlnburg Saturday.
